WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

P AUL ROBESON has asked the 
Federal District Court here to 
order the State Department to stop 
preventing him from going abroad. 

Mr. Robeson, who told the World 
Peace Committee in Paris last 
April that American Negroes 
would never go to war against 
Russia, informed the court yester, 
day that the Department cancelled 
his passport last July. 

He asked that the Department 
be ordered to revoke the canckl- 
lation and cease any act* which 
would prevent his leaving the 
United Stales. 

Mr. Robeson said he had derived 
his entire income for more than 25 


years from singing and acting In 
this country and Europe. 

To prevent him from making a 
projected concert and speaking 
tour abroad, he added, was to de¬ 
prive him of a property right 
guaranteed by the Constitution. 

! t Mr. Robeson was prevented by 
the cancellation of his passport 
from attending the Second World 
Peace Congress in Warsaw. The 
Congre ss elected him on to the 
World Peace Council.
